BY-SNIP OF SCISSORS 
DREYFUS WAS DOOMED 
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CAPTAIii DREYFUS AND CHILDREN. 
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Startling Details Showing Colonel Henry “Made” a 
Case Against the Man Who Was Disgraced and 
Sent to Devil’s Island. 
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Paris, December 28.—The grownds upon 
which Dreyfus depends for vindication 
and restoration to the army have been 
communicated to the Associated Press. 

Dreyfus charges that a telegram from 
Colonel Schwartzkoppen, the late German 
military attache here, to Colonel Paniz- 
zardi,e formerly Italian military attache 
at Paris, as presented to the court mar- 
tial at Rennes, bore the date of April, 
1694, when he was occupied with the 
details of the mobilizatt6n of troops of 
which the telegram treated, whereas the 
actual date of the telegram was the last 
of March, 1895, after he (Dreyfus) hkhd 
been. tried. The copy found has estab- 
lished the correctness of Dreyfus’ claim 
in the opinion of the commission which 
recommended a revision of the case. The 
statement of the case against Dreyfus 
containing the telegram, when it arrived 
at the ministry for war, wae dated April 
|, (895, which Dreyfus claims shows

the telegram was written in the latter 
part of March, of that year. 

With a pair of scissors, the late Colo- 
nel Henry clipped off a corner of the 
telegram, and thus the actual date disap- 
peared. Then Colonel Henry, in his own 
hand, annotated the telegram April, 1894. 
The colonel, however, neglected to re- 
member that the month of April had 
only thirty days, for jn the document 
there is mention of the ‘‘3Ist of the cur- 
rent month.”

As the 
Olympia neared the entrance she déscried 
the Colombian cruiser Cartagena four 
miles distant, making eyery effort to 
reach the entrance and to pass into the 
lagoon ahead of the Olympia, which she 
succeeded In doing 
Passed Colombian War Ship. 

The Olympia steamed slowTy fo The tor- 
tuous entrance between two old Spanish 
forts which apparently were deserted and 
found that the Colombian cruiser had 
taken up a position a short distance in- 
side, but commanding the entrance. It 
was learned subsequently that the Car- 
tagena had grounded there and that later 
she was towed into port. 

The Olympia passed the Colombian war- 
ship and proceeded to Cartagena, whrnh 
ts 8 miles from the entrance. 

Anchoring about a mile from the town 
the Olympia hoisted the Colombian flag 
at her main and fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns. Shortly after the Colombian 
battery at the edge of the town returned 
the salute. Admiral Coghlan then sent 
a boat ashore communicate with 
United States Consul Orr, but it Was 
learned that Mr. Orr had left Cartagena 
about a fortnight ago for Farranquilla. 
The British vice consul at Cartagena, 
who is a very sick man and is hardly ex- 
pected to live, had undertaken to look 
after United States’ interests pending the 
arrival of Mr. Orr’s successor. 

Admiral Coghlan then arranged to pay 
an official visit to Dr. Jose Insignares, 
the governor of Bolivar, which he did in 
the afternoon, acedémpanied by Captain 
Harrison G. O. Colby. Both officers were 
in full dress uniform. 

A big crowd gathered at the docks to 
meet Admiral Coghlan and Captain Col- 
by and it silently followed the carriage 
containing the officers through the 
streets to the palace, where another big 
crowd had assembled,

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Pensacola Is Progressing. 

The artistic and splendidly illus- 
trated industrial issue of The Pensa- 
cola Journal, the Progress and Pros- 
perity edition, as it is called, directs 
attention to the marvelous progress 
of this city of the gulf during the past 
twenty years, and the unbounded pos- 
sibilities that lie before it as the result 
of logical evolution. 

The significant statement is made 
that while the population has nearly 
quadrupled in the past twenty years, 
the commerce of the city has increas- 
ed more than 600 per cent during the 
past fifteen years. The city now has 
20,000 people, and its business this 
year will probably aggregate fourteen 
and one-half millions of dollars.

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The Voice of the New Woman. 

A protest recently made by The 
Woman’s Home Companion is a spas- 
modic, but we may hope, a presaging 
sign of a coming revulsion from the 
actual high pressure womanism of 
recent years in this country. The 
Companion notes with depreciation 
the high and harsh sounding notes 
that have been imparted to the voices 
of American women who engage in 
public activities on terms of equality 
with men. It says that since women 
have pitched their lives along the 
kigher—that is, more open and public 
~—levels of life, they have also pitched 
their voices upon higher and shriller 
notes, 

Here in the south, we are pleased 
to say, the “rancous rasp” is not by 
any means common. Yet no man can 
say when it may come—but God for- 
bid that it shall ever become epidemic 
With us. 

One of the greatest charms that the 
stranger in our midst discovers in the 
representative southern woman is the 
soft, mellow and musical use of her 
voice. It is a charm in woman that 
is most desirable, and which, when 
lost, robs her of a possession more es- 
timable than almost any man’s purse. 
And really there is no good reason why 
a woman, because she is doing what is 
usually cailecd “a man’s work,” should 
also acquire, sometimes with a de- 
signed effort, a man’s voice. Business 
can be done quite as well in low-keyed 
end womanly speech as in the brusque 
and brazen-sounding tones of a man 
on a mowing machine. 


Democrate That Are Wanted. 

It is definitely announced from Bos- 
ton that the Massachusetts democrats 
are actively working to consolidate 
the New England delegations in the 
national democratic convention in 
support of Hon. Richard Olney’s 
claims to the presidential nomination.

Really we should just like to see 
that proposition threshel out before 
the American electorate. And if the 
republican party wants to find out at 
first hands what the man with the 
ballot thinks of the programme for 
perpetual colonies, governed forever 
Cutside the constitution and exploited 
for the partisan benefit ofthe political 


| party that is “in,” whether republican 
| OF democratic, let it include a plank in 
its 1904 platform calling for a “secre- 


tary for colonies.” 

Whitelaw Reid said in a Boston 
Speech some days ago that the Amer: 
ican people would never stand for a 
policy of “roaming the ocean ana 
Gragging in island possessions and 
heterogeneous populations to be made 
into states of the union.” That is 
true enough. And, on the other hand, 
we may say with equal truth that the 
American people will not stand for a 
policy that means the holding of in- 
Sular possessions in everlasting bond- 
age to the whims of successive con- 
gresses and the free-handed uses of 
changing executive administrations. 
Rather, they demand a ccnsistent pol- 
icy of territorial home-Pule and stable 
federal relations for all who are 
American peoples, whether in conti- 
Léental or insular territories. 

At present the insular bureau of 
the war departmént is attending io 
the federal end of the colonial busi- 
ness very handily and as satisfacto- 
rily as is possible under existing laws 
governing those possessions. Colone} 
Clarence R. Edwards, its chief, is an 
able, honest and wise official, and so 
far has discharged his deiicate duties, 
we are sure, far better than could any 
politician elevated to the ojfice and 
authority of a “secretary for colonies.” 
it is better to let well enough alone 
and let the future develop the will of 
the people toward our insular peoples. 
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An Evil Screed by Carl Schurz. 

McClure’s Magazine did not per- 
form a friendly act toward the south- 
ern pegple when it consented to 
print in the issued January number 
an article by Carl Schurz on the negro 
question. 

Mr. Schurz is the politician of whom 
Mr. Blaine said, “he has not become 
rooted and grounded anywhere, has 
never establish a home, and is not 
identified with any community.” 

Senator Hoar, in his recently pub- 
lished “Autobiography of Seventy 
Years,” says of Carl Schurz that his 
“arguments for the last thirty years 
would have been as effective if pub- 
lished anonymously, and I dare say 
more effective than they have beeu 
when given to the world under his 
name.” 

It was Carl Schurz who came south 
in 1885 and made a report to Presi- 
dent Johnson that the negroes were 
about to be re-enslaved by the south- 
ern people and his arguments then 
were strong excuses for the giving df 
the ballot to the negro as a so-called 
“weapon of defense.” 

But we have not heard of Mr 
Schurz being in the south recently to 
study the negro question face to face 
with it. The content of his rrticle, 
indeed, shows that he is shooting 
sight unseen. Else how could he, if 
he is not paretic, declare to the world 
that “slavery ideas are again assert- 
ing themselves” in the south’s atti- 
tude toward and treatment of the 
negro? | 

We do not care to waste facts and 
arguments on Mr. Schurz. Rather we 
rrefer to invite sensible and onest 
men everywhere to examiné and judge 
the relations between the whites and 
blacks of the south by the testimonies 
of the hest authorities of both races, 
That is but justice. 

We appeal, in our turn, to those of 
the north, as we have to our own péo- 
ple of the south, to “hands off” the 
negro and let him go ahead in his 
own peaceful and laborious way to 
achieve the highest good that his race 
and his opportunities stand in need 
of—good character, an intelligent work- 
ing spirit and economic independence, 
Folitics can contribute none of these 
essentials to his welfare and the wis 
dom of Booker 
teaching his people is worth more 
than a whole library of the prejudiced 
lucubrations of Carl Schurz. 

Articles and discussions of so biased 
a spirit as the Schurz paper are ob- 
stacles in the way of the negro In 
the south. They do not reach him and 
if they did, he could not discriminate 
between the good and the evil sug- 
gestions they convey. To him they 
would impart only a vaguer notion 
than he ever had before that some- 
body is doing him a wrong and so in- 
crease any discontent he may have 
otherwise acquired. 

Frankly, the sensible and enlight- 
ened men and presses of the north 
cught to understand that they make 
it more dificult for the responsible 
men of the south to compromise and 
edjust the racial problems in this sec- 
tion when they publish such in- 


coherent and unwarranted criticisms

ks those of the Schurz sort. The prog- 
ress already made in securing amity 
between the races may be easily lost 
if only abuse and falsehood is the re- 
ward measured out to those who are 
patiently working out a just and 
peaceful modus vivendi between the 
whites and the blacks. 

The Death Rate at the Capital. 

It has recently been announced that 
the infant mortality among the ne- 
groes in Washington city is of the 
annual ratio of 457 per 1,000. That 
is a most astounding revelation of the 
lack of parental care and of sanitary 
end relief conditions among that por- 
tion of the people of the national cap- 
ital, 

We have become accustomed to 
look upon Washington as the most 
beautiful, cleanly and admirably gov- 
erned capital of the world. But Jacob 
A. Riis, the tenement house expert in- 
vestigator, says “the slums of Wash- 
ington” are amazing for their extent 
and the degradation of those who in- 
fest them. 

It is unfortunate for Washington 
city that it became, during and aftez 
the war, the Mecca of refuge for 
freedmen and now contains about 
$0,000 colored inhabitants. They con- 
Stitute nearly one-third of its perma- 
nent population. . 

It is more unfortunate, however, 
tnat the authorities that control the 
national capital city should perm!: 
‘his third part of its inhabitants to live 
in surroundings and conditions pro- 
auctive of the death rate above indi- 
cated. The death rate of Washingtoa 
city in 1900 was 23.7, and in 1901 it 
was 22.8—greater than in any other 
of the thirty-six leading cities of the 
union, excepting New Orleans ana 
Memphis. 

Viewed, then, from the figures of 
mortality, the national capital is sub- 
ject to be denounced at home and 
abroad as one of the most unhealthy 
communities of our country. Actually, 
it is not so. But so long as this tear- 
tul mortality rate among the colored 
third of the population is allowed to 
persist, that city must suffer in its 
sanitary reputation. This is a mat- 
ter that should engage the prompt at- 
tention of congress and lead to a 
speedy breaking up of the slums of 
Washington. Indeed, Washington 
people might well think of Havana's 
later history and ask for General 
Leonard Wood’s assistance for a few 
years. 


A Royal Farmer. 

The little King Alphonso of Spain 
may yet turn out to be not a bad lot 
aiter all that has been said of his boy- 
ish caprices. As he gets years he 
seems to be getting balance, and the 
good education with which he was pre- 
pared for royal duties is coming into 
play. Evidently he realizes, even at 
his present youthful age, that the fu- 
ture of his people and kingdom is to 
be made from within themselves and 
their immediate domain. 

The subsistence question is one of 
vital importance in Spain, and the 
strikes of laborers often reposted in 
that country take more signiticance 
from their bread riot character than 
from any socialistic or political im- 
pulses among the people. For this 
reason Alphonso’s aitention has been 
cirected to the fact that Spanish man- 
ufacturers and export trade are not 
sufficient to produce the necessary ex- 
changes for food products demanded 
by his subjects. Hence the necessity 
for creating a larger home production 
of the daily necessaries of subsistence. 

Taking his lesson, perhaps, from the 
way in which King Edward of Eng- 
land is ever alert to the interests of 
the common people of his kingdom, 
and from the restless energy with 
which the kaiser of Germany is al- 
ways declaiming for things that will 
keep his people wellfed and contented, 
Alphonso is proposing to teach the 
Spanish peasantry the possibilities and 
profits of more intelligent and inten- 
sive farming. 

As an object lesson, he has selected 
750 hectares of his own poorest land, 
accounted barren for centuries, and 
has procured agricultural machinery 
of the latest types, intending to so ex- 
ploit it as to prove that the lands of 
Spain, farmed on modern lines, can 
produce plenteous and profitable crops 
for all the needs of his people. If he 
succeeds in doing this he will have 
proven himself oné of the most valua- 
ble rulers Spain has had in four cen- 


turies.

Editor Constitution: Some of the 


speeches made in the senate give evi- 
dence of a willingness to reject the treaty 
made between our country and the Pan- 
ama commissioner. ‘ 

In such event the United States will 
be exactly where this country was be- 
fore negotiations were instituted between 
the two countries looking to a canal 
across the isthmus. 

By the Spooner amendment the presi- 
dent is directed to begin de novo with 
Nicaragua, looking to a future isthmian 
canal, whenever the consideration of the 
Panama route is abandoned. 

The ditch at Panama is partly dug at 
teesent. Its proposed length is 46 !-2 
miles. The construction of the canal 
has been pronounced practicable by an 
international board of French, English, 
German, Russian and Américan’ engi- 
neers. Good harbors exist at Colon and 
Pandma City. The canal is said to be 
practically finished for |4 miles, leaving 
32 1-2 miles te be completed. About 
$275,000,000 have been expended on this 
canal. Forty per cent of the entire ex- 
cavation hag been settled for. We can 
readily see the advantages of the Pan- 
ama route to the proposed purchaser. 

The Nicaragua route is 189.9 miles 
long; not a foot of it excavated. 

Shall the United States yield her vest- 
ed right to the control of this water- 
way across the isthmus of Panama at 
the bidding of the Southern Pacific, the 
Canadian Fiacific, Central Pacifie and 
Northern Pacific railroads? Such an 
idea fatigues one’s indignatian. These

of their output raise in the scale of prices 
to correspond with the price of the raw 
cotton, or to such a degree as to allow 
the manufacturer a legitimate or reason- 
able profit on their finished goods, which 
would be taken willingly by the consum- 
etfs, and the advanced price of raw cot- 
ton would be a great benefit to all con- 
cerned. High-priced cotton hag always 
stimulated and made business lively, and 
whatever helps to create and strengthen 
business should, I think, be encouraged 
by the manufacturers; for, while they 
benefit us when they pay well for our 
raw staple, it enables the people to pay 
them a better profit on their product 
from the mills. High-priced cotton will 
make high-priced meat, corn, wheat, live 
stock and nearly everything else we farm- 
ers raise for market. 

So I highly indorse Mr. Jones’ letter, 
and hope that other cotton mill owners 
have ere this realized some other plan 
than curtailment of production as a 
panacea for their woes, and when they 
meet again, instead of trying to make 
less goods, let them decide to run on full 
time, buy high-priced cotton and sely us 
high-priced goods, and soon the old south 
will be herself again.

Alderman Longino offered as a substi- 
tute for the whole that the entire mat- 
ter of salaries he referred to a committee 
to be appointed by the mayor from next 
year’s council. This motion was lost. 

Inman Favored Raise. 

Alderman Inman, speaking on the mat- 
ter of raising the salary of the city at- 
torney, said that he was in favor of mak- 
ing it sufficient to warrant his devot- 
ing his entire time to the interests of the 
city. This was objected to on the ground 
that no good lawyer could afford to quit 
all of his regular practice for any amount 
that would in all probability be voted. 
As the election was only for a term 
of two years, the best lawyers and the 
kind the city wanted, would not throw 
up their regular practice for that rea- 
son. 

When the motion for the raising 
of the salary from $2,500 to 
$3,000 was offered, the matter of having 
the city attorney devote his entire time 
to the interests of the city was not in- 
cluded. This passed in common council 
by a vote of 10 to !.

114.18, May at 14.26 and July at 14.27. 
‘Adding to the extraordinary excitement 
end confusion it was reported that New 
Orleans bulls had formed a powerful 
gpeculative combination and had set out 
to gain control of the remainder of the 
crop, if necessary, with the idea of de- 
manding extreme prices from the world’s 
spinners for the balance of the season. 
Such rumors as this in the already ¢x- 
cited state of popular sentiment joined to 
reports from all over the south that tin- 
terior spot handlers were having difficulty 
to secure supplies, eMher as a result of 
approaching exhaustion of the buliish- 
“ness of holders, completely overshadowed 
{ apprehensions as to the Far Eastern sit- 
uation and the probable attitude of miils 
$n respect to this latest advance. The 
Dullishness of sentiment was also en- 
couraged by the big falling off in in- 
derior receipts when the full movement 
to the ports was concluded to mean noth- 
ing more than continued export demand, 
though exports for the day were small. 
Southern spot markets were generally | 
firm to %c higher, and the New York spot 
market was marked up to 14.10 for mid- 
dle uplands. The advance in spot cotton 
in Liverpool was equal to 56 American 
points, and the strength in futures there 
was variously ascribed to covering, buy- 
ing by continental and Egyptian opera- 
tore and manipulation by the New Or- 
leans bull contingent.
